It,is to be doubted that President Coo-, 


lidge is greatly depressed by the fact that 
the Republican party did not obtain a 
•working majority in the senate by the re- 
cent elections, for it does not appear that 
opposition on the part of this august 
body has ever caused him to worry.

the contrary, President Coolidge really 
has the recalcitrant senate to thank for 
much of his popularity, for his struggle 
with it has always emphasized his stature 
as a leader and has given increased pub- 
licity and recognition to his efforts to- 
ward tax reductions and other reforms. 


Nominally the senate will be evenly 


divided, half Republican and half Demo- 
cratic, yet that counts for but little, for 
about nine of the Republicans are insur- 
gents, who cannot be depended on to 
come into line with the regular party men 
and some of the Democrats take ^iheir 
party so lightly that they will actually 
yote with the Republicans on a question 
where they think the Republicans have 
taken the proper stand. 


With many presidents non-cooperation 


on the part of the senate would be a seri- 
ous drawback and a source of constant 
concern. With Coolidge it is not so. He 
goes on his way, apparently regardless of 
either cooperation or opposition, and 
continues to impress the nation with his 
sagacity and statesmanship. 


It is certainly to be doubted that the 


new senate, half Republican and half 
Democratic, will cause any more serious 
consequences than the 
last, nominally 


Republican body, did. Certainly that sen- 
ate did not distinguish itself by any par- 
ticular cooperation with the president, 
and much of the time there was a dis- 


' tinct atmosphere of dissension.'The pres- 


ent senate will perhaps not feel compli- 
mented to realize that it can annoy and

SCHOOL DISCIPLINE 


Couc was right. "Day by day, in every 


way, we arc becoming better and better," 
he said. It might be paraphrased to "day 
by day, in every way \ye are chaijging 
and changing." That,would be the strict 
truth. In every field of activity far-reach- 
ing changes in method and theory are 
taking place. Methods of teaching have 
undergone the widest revision. But still 
more important is the growth of a new 
attitude toward the pupil. Where it was 
formerly a sin and very nearly a misde- 
meanor to whisper in a schoolroom, now 
it is encouraged where it has any direct 
bearing on the work in hand. 


The old forms of corporal punishment 


are being severely criticized and is !«any 
instances have been done away with com- 
pletely, making a new era in child train- 
ing. Dr. Bruce S. Robinson, director of 
the department of child guidance of the 
Xewark, N. ]., schools, recently address- 
ed a large conference of parents and 
teachers and contended that corporal 
punishment should be barred in every 
state by law. "The old school problem," 
he said, "was how best to make a child 
quiet and acquiescent. 
The aim of the 


modern day educator is to permit normal 
tendencies, such as whispering and mov- 
ing about, but to direct it intelligently. 
The old discipline was the lazy one. Re- 
pression was its keynote. If the modern 
school is to make the best of the material 
with which it works, then it must encour- 
age rather than discourage the living of 
normal lives in schoolrooms.'' 


This is indicative of a new attitude, a 


new philosophy, in child training—not to 
break the child to the will of the educator 
but to direct the normal impulses in 
channels that will result in education. It 
would seem to constitute a change for 
the better. 


A NEW LOCOMOTIVE 


A new kind of locomotive is in use in 


the yards of the Chicago & Northwestern 
railway at Chicago, demonstrating the 
solution of one of the many problems of 
railroad terminal switching. It is a 110 
ton storage battery electric switching 
locomotive, the largest of its kind eve- 
manufactured in America. 


This locomotive, capable of pulling any 


freight train now moved in Chicago, con- 
tains the largest storage battery ever 
built for this purpose. It weighs more 
than 39 tons, which is equivalent to 1,579 
radio batteries of six volts each, and con- 
tains enough power to crank 1,600 auto- 
mobiles simultaneously. 


The engine is designed to be used dur- 


ing the day and recharged during the 
night. Thus it gives the cleanliness, the 
flexibility and quietness of electrk opera- 
tion without the necessity of electr'.'ying 
the right of way itself. This does away 
with third rails, overhead trolleys and 
danger that attends such installalions in 
a busy railroad v: rd. 


Railroad men will watch with interest 


• the trial period of this new locomotive. 
Even to the layman it seems to have pos- 
sibilities that would make it an invalu- 
able adjunct .to our railroad systems.

We will then at 
tempt to ascertain whether those un- 
der the high nutritive scale are abli 
to withstand the attacks of the dis- 
ease in greater proportion than thosi 
with the poor grade." 
DETERMINE VALUE OF FEEDS 
"Millions of dollars are now being 


expended for mineral mixtures bj 
farmers all over the dairy belt in an 
effort to prevent abortion. Regardless 
of how the experiments conic out il 
will show the value or uselessness of 
such procedure on the part of the 
farmers by determining the value ol 
the mixture or whether the type of 
feed is really important. 


"ThlB experiments, which are being 


carried on at the new South Hill farm 
will be carried over a long enough 
period to secure conclusive results. In 
my opinion the abortion disease is the 
most important animal disease with 
which we have to contend in Wiscon- 
sin, the other great ravager being 
tuberculosis. The latter may be,elim- 
inated from herds by tests but in the 
case of the contagious abortion ,germ 
t is much more difficult to eliminate. 
The animal gradually builds up im- 
munity to the disease, but only they 
lave been destroyed economically.

school of agriculture at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin. 


"From the various varieties of ap- 


ples," he said, "the type known as a 
"keeping' apple 
should 
be selected

nig them for some time. The condi- 
tion of the apples should also be con- 
sidered carefully because only those 
fice from bruises or other deteriorat- 
Tg factors will keep. 


"The 'apples should not be stored in 


too large 
quantities and adequate 


means of ventilation must be provided. 
The temperature in v.-nich they art? 
stored should be noar the freezing 
1 oint, preferably 30 or 
31 degrees. 


There must also be sufficient mois'.ure 
to prevent withering." 


USE SOUND FRUITS 


"Apples that have not been piled or 


exposed to the sun for long periods 
should'be selected and the disease in- 
fected fruit thrown away." 


Professor Moore said the present 


practice of the average housewife in 
purchasing apples only for immediate 
needs was more expensive than quan- 
titative buying unless improper stor- 
ing methods were used. 


"While it is possible to keep the ap- 


ples in good appearance, he said, 
"they soon lose their quality when 
"they soon lost their quality when 
they are kept beyond a certain period. 
Scientific storage methods alone mak-j 
it possible for apples to be kept in 
good condition over fairly long peri- 
ods."

27 Million Bushels Of 


Potatoes, Crop In State 


Madison—W3)—The estimated Wis- 


consin potato crop of 27 million bush- 
els has not changed since a month ago 
tho federal and state crop and live- 
stock reporting 'service announced In 
a statement Saturday. 


Harvested yields of potatoes at a 


time of digging, according to the 
statement, over most of the commer- 
cial areas of Wisconsin were good in 
spite of losses from blight, wet weath- 
er and frost. Since digging, however, 
the full extent of dry rot damage is 
being realized more and more and fur- 
ther losses have occurred. In northern 
counties field frost injury is likewise 
reducing the amount of marketable 
potatoes. On the light sandy soils of 
central Wisconsin, blight damage is 
less than elsewhere in the commercial 
areas. The handling of the crop by 
both farmers and buyers in many 
counties in Wisconsin is made did- 
cult under the circumstances. 


The corn situation in Wisconsin is 


spotted. Some northern dairy coun- 
ties failed to get enough corn to com- 
! leiely fill their silos. 
Some farmers 


in southern Wisconsin 
have entire 


f.elds of hard corn. In general, on-i- 
thiixi of the crop left for husking or 
shredding is of merchantable quality. 
The yield was 34.5 bushels compared 
to 46.5 bushels last year. One half of 
the state's acreage was used for sil- 
lage, 31 per cent for husking or shred- 
ding and 16 per cent for "forage. Tht 
silage yield was 7.5. tons compared to 
10 tons last year. 


Clover seed milling lias been delay- 


ed and made difficult by wet weather. 
Tiie quality of seed was impaired by 
weathering in September. The crop in 
the United States is estimated to be 1C 
per cent below last year. 


Wisconsin tobacco made an average 


yield of 1.250 pounds per acre and a 
total production of 36 million pounds 
compared to 44 million pounds last 
year.
